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In June 2012, the Integrated Gun and Gang Task Force began Project Traveller, as a result of 
a criminal organization alleged to have been operating in Toronto, Windsor and Edmonton. 

Project Traveller investigated the alleged criminal activities of a group known as the Dixon 
City Bloods or the Dixon Goonies. Many of the alleged crimes committed were centred in the 
area of the apartment complexes on Dixon Road in Toronto but the investigation revealed the 
impact of their activities ranged far beyond and involve serious crimes of violence, gun 
importation, and drug trafficking across Toronto and surrounding regions, including Windsor, 
and in Alberta. 

A total of 42 tactical teams from 17 police agencies executed 83 search warrants on 
Thursday, June 13, 2013. After an extensive investigation, 44 arrests have been made and 
over 220 charges have been laid. More than 175,000 grams of drugs, $570,000 in cash, 42 
firearms, 1 Taser and more than 100 rounds of ammunition were seized.
